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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Toomey teaches both 
hydraulic cylinders are actuated by the same pedal through a linakge. This refers to figure 4 of Toomey. However, figure 4 of Toomey is an 
alternative embodiment. Figure 1 of Toomey shows each hydraulic cylinder associated with its own actuator, as required by the claims. 
Applicants further argue that the second hydraulic cylinder is actuated by en emergency stop device. Toomey discloses the second 
cylinder 15 attached to emergency brake actuator 14. Therefore, Toomey discloses a hydraulic cylinder actuated by an emergency stop 
device/actuator. Kessler teaches the electreomagnetic actuation which has the advantage of being faster than a mechanical linkage. 
Speed is often important in an emergency situation and therefore, the examiner feels the limitations of the claim are met.. 
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
